It seems imminent that some plan of national health car 
will be enacted by Congress. 
The basic reason stems from the fact that the level ot 
national health needs to be improved, especially among 
families in lower income brackets. 
Several plans are now under consideration by both 
Houses of Congress. 
Some of these would entail an excessive outlav on the 
part of taxpayers of the nation. In one of the plans. 
business firms would pay 75 per cent of the cost. Small 
firms of the nation could not afford to meet the outlay, 
although they a re interested in the health status of em ­ 
ployes and members of their families. 
The most realistic plan has been introduced by Sen. 
Paul J. Fannin of Arizona. 
Basically, the plan provides a method for insuring all 
employed groups on a cost-sharing basis. 
It is indicated that the annual estimated average wll be 
$457 per year for each enrollee, split on a 50-50 basis 
between employers and employes. 
Minimum health benefits, according to the bill, would 
'be purchased from private insurance companies. In­ 
surance pools would be set up to enable small employers 
and the self-employes to buy coverage at costs com­ 
parable to group rates. 
Under the Fannin bill, federal funds would pay benefits 
for the poor and near - poor, replacing the current 
Nledicaid. program . 
The bill is designed to provide insurance to cover im ­ 
portant health needs of employes, their families and those 
who are self - employed, preserving the role of private 
insurance companies. 
Not only would the cost be less than the other proposals 
but two objectives would be attained: Excessive payroll 
taxes would be eliminated; and federal domination ot the 
national health field with expansion of bureaucracy w ould 
'be averted. 
The other bills, even that proposed by the Ad­ 
ministration, would result in significantly higher costs to 
small and medium - size businesses. 
While health care improvement is important, any 
legislation must be within the ability of employers, e m ­ 
ployes and federal taxpayers to assume.

Most recent attack has been 
against the oil industry which 
has grown in spite of restric­ 
tions of Anti-trust laws and even 
given tax advantages of oil - 
depletion allowances. 
Indianapolis Mayor Richard 
Lugar, running for the U. S. 
Senate seat against Birch Bayh. 
recently issued a press release. 
It proposed breaking up the oil 
industry to permit a return to 
the free enterprise system built 
upon competition. He pointed 
out that a few large companies 
own the exploration rights, the 
pipelines and refineries, and 
even the retail outlets. He would 


divest major oil companies of 
all retail outlets, making them 
deal fairly with 
independent 
station 
Comparing pipelines with 
railroads and other common 
carriers which are prevented 
from ownership of an interest in 
the goods hauled, he said: “ I 
propose the same rule apply to 
the pipelines as carriers of the 
nation’s petroleum goods ” 
Lugar would 
switch

royalty for leasing of public 
lands and sea beds for oil 
drilling, rather than the present

That is not. to say Ford 
should be expected to abandon 
his previous positions on a 
wholesale basis. To the con­ 
trary, he has indicated so far 
that he will remain generally 
loyal to traditional Republican 
policies, especially when it 
comes to the economy and 
foreign affairs 
And Ford obviously plans to 
maintain dose contact with 
those whose opinions be has 
valued over the years, particu­ 
larly some of his former 
colleagues in the House. Since 
becoming President, he clearly 
has solicited advice from his 
political cronies on Capitol Hill 
and elsewhere. 
But Ford has made it equally 
apparent that he wants to reach 
conclusions independently and 
to act only after considering a 
far broader range of factors 
than he used to take into 
account while representing con­ 
stituents in Grand Rapids, 
Mich . or even as the GOP 
leader of the House 
In selecting a vice presiden­ 
tial nominee, for.example, Ford 
openly invited suggestions and 
sought counsel in many quar­ 
ters He insisted, however, that 
he alone was making the final 
judgment and that he had his 
own standards 
Aides say Ford has taken the 
same general approach 
in 
dealing with the countless 
problems connected with his 
transition 
to 
power 
after 
President Nixon’s resignation 
setting up a small team of 
advisers to determ ine his 
options 
hut reserving 
the 
ultimate decisions for himself. 
Through it all, Ford has 
worked at a devastating pace 
while making the tourhest days 
look easy with his relaxed and 
unassuming manner 
But his style is deceptively 
simple 
Ford 
is a 
canny 
politician who moves cautious­ 
ly 
For instance, after hts speech 
on the amnesty issu* at the 
VFW convention in Chicago, 
Ford freely acknowledged to 
reporters that he employed 
vague and open ended language 
because he didn’t want to lock 
himself into a set position at 
the moment 
"We carefully chose our 
words, 
he said, essentially 
revealing that the speech was 
only .i first step to test public 
sentiment Yet, Ford apparent - 
ly tell it was best for him to 
confront the amnesty question 
one of the most sensitive he 
inherited 
as early as possible 
rather than put it off for a time 
when he might b4‘ coming down 
off the crest of popularity 
And Ford displayed some 
courage in taking his stand 
before the VFW, knowing the 
risks 


“ I was a little apprehensive 
that the worst would happen,” 
he acknowledged later 
But Ford said he did not want 
to present his views on amnesty 
before “some handpicked au 
dience” because he thought the 
public might have thought that 
cowardly
